The fund was established in the year 1924 by our 
late pastor Rev. B. B. Jonsson, D.D., to serve a twofold 
purpose: 

1. To provide a practical means of expressing 
sympathy to bereaved friends, in place of, or in addition 
to flowers. It is also known as the “Blomsveiga sjodur” 
or flower Fund”. 

2. To establish an endowment or sustaining fund, 
the interest earnings of which would augment the gen¬ 
eral contributions for benevolent purposes. 

The object as outlined by its founder, was, that 
this fund be allowed to grow to a substantial sum, so 
that eventually its earnings might suffice to meet all the 
requirements of the relief work of the congregation, the 
objective being set at $10,000. From a humble beginning 
of $30.00 the fund now stands at $2,200, or nearly one 
fourth of the proposed objective. During this period it 
has yielded $700, interest earnings.
